The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to v^hich the claims are directed. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jaquette et al 
(5602814). 

The reference shows an optical disk recording and reproducing apparatus comprising: a 
drive pulse generator for generating a drive pulse based on a data signal 15, 20, a light 
source element 14, an optical system 1 1 , a write beam intensity detector 30, 31 , 
comparing the write beam intensity with a respective level 32, and regulating the write 
pulse width based on the detected intensity as shown with respect to figs 7 and 8. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jaquette et al (5602814) in view of Fujii et al (6480450). 

The primary reference discloses the invention as analyzed above. In addition the 
primary reference cite the use of different programming write control in order to record 
the pits on the disk (see column 1 1 lines 35-51). However the reference does not 
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disclose the us of strategy data as claimed an shown in fig 7A. the secondary reference 
disclose the use of strategy data similar to the one claimed in an optical disk recording 
apparatus as shown in figs 1 and 2 for the purpose of preventing excessive thermal 
energy during the pit forming on the disk. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use the teachings of the secondary reference and modify the primary reference. Such 
modification of using a write strategy is within the engineering capability of one skilled in 
the art in order to prevent jitter during pit forming. One skilled in the art would have been 
motivated to use the teachings of the secondary reference for the purpose of precise pit 
forming on the disk and eliminate data noise during the read operation. 
With respect to the limitation of claim 3 see figs 1 and 2. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 4. the reference in fig 1 show the use of zero level 
pulse after the "pit forming period". 

Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the cited prior art shows the use of a phase comparator to represent the phase 
difference between the write puis and the intensity level as shown in fig 5 element 8. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 6636472; 6661759 and 5495466.
